The Provisibnal Government's difficulties 
are numerous and menacing ; yet, in some 
important respects, recent events have 
improved its position. Its problems, if 
not less urgent, are less complicated than 
they were a week ago. It has settled its 
busfness with Great Britain. All the reins 
of administration are in its hands. It 
has reached a -working agreement with 
the Northern Government which postpones 
discussion of their acutest difference. We 
may say, indeed, that what the situation 
now demands from the Provisional Govern- 
ment is not statesmanship, but action. 
Moreover, the nature of the necessary 
action is ‘patent to everybody. If few 
other Governments in history have been 
charged with a bigger responsibility, none 
has been faced with a clearer duty. The 
Provisional Government is the trustee of 
the ,séttlement between Great Britain and 
Ireland and the guardian of the liberties 
of the Irish nation. Both are in danger 
to-day and the Provisional Government 
must save them. They are in danger from 
a minority—but an armed minority—of 
the people. If the will of the majority 
is allowed to prevail, the Free State will 
be saved If military dictatorship pre- 
vails, the Free State will perish, the 
country will relapse into misery, and the 
partition of Ireland will be sealed. It is 
the Provisional’ Government's duty to 
ensure that the will of the majority shall 
prevail—not only at the elections, but 
afterwards. If its plans for the fulfil- 
ment of this duty. are ready, they ought 
to be disclosed. 

It would be idle to pretend that peace 
desiring@Irishmen are not disquieted by 
the present condition of affairs, The enemies 
of the Free State are. working actively in 
the open, and little light or leading is 
to be gained from the speeches of its 
official protectors.

. Egypt. 

There is quite a remarkable similarity 
between recent developments in Egypt and 
in Ireland, There, as here, a substantial 
measure of indépendence has been granted 
by the British Government. There, as here, 
a portion of the population is dissatisfied, 
and is doing everything in its power to 
embarrass the Provisional Government 
which has been formed by Sarwat Pasha. 
Mischief has been brewing in Cairo ever 
since Viscount Allenby’s proclamation 
last month, and some days ago, when the 
new King held a levée at the Abdin 
Palace, disgraceful scenes were witnessed 
in «the streets. Local notables who. were 
on their way to congratulate the King 
were insulted by gangs of rowdy students ; 
and the native soldiers made no effort 
to restrain the mob.” On the contrary, 
some of them clapped their hands 
and spurred the hooligans on to 
further outrages. In spite of this 
violent demonstration, however, some 
12,000 persons attended the levée; and, 
although there were several ugly “ inci- 
dents,” no serious damage was -done. 
Sarwat Pasha refuses to be intimidated 
oy the Republican extremists, and de- 
clares that he is determined to remain 
in office until the Egyptian Constitution 
has been drafted. Apparently, he is a 
very strong man, and, as he has the bulk 
of the business community and the upper 
classes on his side, he probably will be

“FINDS”. AT OPEN-AIR 
MARTS.. 


A few years ago a London visitor ht two 
old volumes of “‘ The Vicar of Wakefield”’ for a 
shilling in a Dublin second-hand book-shop. He 

(hones his shelves until an expert acciden- 

y discovered that they were the first edition 
dated 1766, The books were then auctioned, and 
were knocked down for £92 to a bookseller, who 


sold them for £120. EE 
Several very valpable booke have been picked 


and: on the street stalls. Most people never 
examine old booke; they consider that they are 
not. worth looking at. But the connoisseurs and 
the, book collectors are not so careless. They 
know by experience that the dirty disreputable 
looking book may be worth its weight in 
Treasury notes. Incidentally, a marine store 
dealer, who sold books by weight to the agents 
of paper mills, parted with a valuable book on 
one occasion for 44d. This book, Robinson's 
“ Golden - Mirror,” was subsequently eold for 
£50 


Mr. Augustine Birrell once had a lucky find in 
a Chancery Lane book shop. This was a copy of 
Gray’s “ Elegy,’ which he obtained for 3s. 6d. 
The book is worth about £100, though higher 
prices have been paid for copies in good 
condition. ; 

Farringdon Road. London, is one of the largest 
oren air book marts in the world. Many 
amazing book discoveries have been made in this 
thorou *hfare. A copy of Cicero’s .“ Cato Major 
on Old Age,” printed by Benjamin Franklin’s 

ress in 1744, was picked up by a buyer for a 
ew pence. A few minutes later he sold it to a 
bookseller for £20. As a matter of fact the 
cheque was actually written on a _ fruiterer’s 
stall in Farringdon Road. That night the book- 
seller parted with the book for £50. 

The bookseller who sold new copies of Edward 
Fitzgerald’s famous poem “Omar Khayyam ’’ 
for a penny each was afterwards compelled to 
buy back one of the books for £20. 

Such books as Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress, ”’ 
the Kilmarnock edition of Burns’ poems, and the 
first folio of Shakespeare, are worth, smal! 
fortunes. For instance, a copy of the “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress " published in 1678 was sold tor £1,475. 
Yet it originally cost 1s. 6d. Caxton’s books are 
atso very valvahle. some of them being worth 
several thousand pounds. Various editions of 
the Bibl) are eagerly sought.for by collectors. 
Among these is the Mazarin Bible, which is 
worth £4,000. 

The first editions of Thackeray and Dickens 
are worth looking for. The early works of these 
writers were published in numbers. Connoisseurs 
however, prefer the mumbers unbound.

Relativity. 


The latest venture of German science is 
the exposition of Einstein's Theory of 
Relativity by means of the cinematograph. 
The film is divided into tour sections, 
which deal with the principal aspects of 
the Special Theory. S the first section 
illustrations are given which clarify. the 
general notion that the trajectory of a 
moving body is not absolute in form, but 
depends upon the relative motion of the 
point: from which it is viewed. The 
second section of the film illustrates 
certain discrepancies between the accepted 
wave-theory of light and’ astronomical 
phenomena which have been carefully 
observed. Einstein’s solution of these 
difficulties fills the third séction of the 
film, and the fourth concerns the 
gravitational deflection which star-light 
suffers by reason of the sun's pull. 
Without the use of paper, pencil, 
and long perseverance, even an educated 
man can obtain only a confused 
idea of what LEjinstein’s theories mean. 
The. production dn the films of scientific 
subjects, however, awakens the pular 
interest in progressive thought, ind herein 
lies the true value of such work,

It is said that Mr. Lloyd George 
deliberately pitched his speech in a minor 
key yesterday because he is anxious that 
there shall be no possibility of othe 
countries going to the Genoa (Conference 
with the idea that he is going to dominate 
the proceedings. He has the reputation 
of being so masterful that everybody else 
yields to his wishes. In France the belief 
in this domination was só strong that it 
swept M. Briand out of office, and it is 
rumoured that it is the. real reason why 
M. Poincaré does not care to’ go to Genoa, 
The Prime Minister, it is suggested, has 
become aware of this feeling, and, theve- 
fore, toned down his exuberance. 

My own impression remains as it was 
yesterday—that thé Prime Minister was 
dull because he was a tired man. It is 
very dangerous to prophesy anything o! 
such a resilient personality. Genoa may 
prove so bracing that he. will come back 
like a giant refreshed, ready to resume the 
burden of office with ali his old zest. But, 
at the moment, it seems to me more pro- 
bable that not long after his return he 


will imsist on carrying out his intention’: 


to resign. 

It will be easier for him to do so now, 
because Mr. Bonar Law's speech last 
night shows that he is quite a®le—I am 
not so sure that he would -be willing—to 
take over the Premiership. The Conser- 
vatives would follow him almost to a man, 
and I believe that a large number of the 
Coalition Liberals, who learnt to know 
and trust him during the first two years 
of the present Admrpistration, when hé 
acted as the Premier's deputy and 
“ alternate,’ would promise him general 
support. |

ENGINEERS’ DISPUTE 
“DEVELOPMENT. 


NEGOTIATIONS TO BE 
RE-OPENED. 


It was announced last night by Mr. 
Brownlie, President of the Amalgamated 
Engineering Union, that the Engineering 
and Shipbuilding Federation, the National 
Union” of Foundry Workers, and the 
National Federation of General Workers 
had agreed to go into a conference with 
the employers on the basis of the 
memorandum of April 1, signed by Sir 
Allan Smith and Mr. Arthar Hendérson. 

The Amalgamated Engineering Union 
was unable to resume negotiations on such 
a basis, and its representatives had left 
the conference of the unions. 

The question of the withdrawal of the 
lock-out notices against these three groups, 
apart from the A.E.U., will be considered 
by the employers to-day, and, if an agree- 
ment is reached, in all probability negotia- 
tions will take place; but, Mr. Brownlie 
added, the A.E.U. will not be present. 

The Joint Negotiating Committee of the 
unions engaged in the engineering dispute 
laid. their case before the Prime Minister 
at Downing street yesterday morning. In 
the afternoon Mr. Lioyd George saw Sir 
Allan Smith, and at 5 o'clock the 
Negotiating Committee had a further con- 
ference with him, lasting about an hour. 
Soon after the trades union representa- 
tives had left the Premier again met Sir 
Allan Smith. 

The position last night was that the 
Amalgamated Engineering Union hed 
firmly declined to change its attitude in 
any respect. In the course of.a conversa- 
tion with.a Press Association representa-

STILL SOARING. 


MILLIONS FOR PUBLIC 
ASSISTANCE. 


—— 


The increased expenditure on sociel services 
was debated yesterday when the House of Com- 
mons went into Committee on the Civil Service 
Estimates. 

Sir J. Rees moved:—‘‘ That, inasmuch as 
expenditure upon public assistance had risen 
from £25, 000,000 in 1890-91 to £32,000,000 in 
1920-21, and would probably be not less than 
£40,000,000 in 1921-22, it was necessary, in order 
to safeguard the threatened financial. stability 
of the. United Kingdom, to appoint a. Royal 
Commission to inquire into, or a board to take 
over the rationing of all such expenditure in 
view of its proper co-ordination and reduction 
with such limits as the taxpayers and ratepayers 
could afford. 

Major Barnes, who seconded, could not agree 
that public services like education, old-age pen- 
sions,, msurance, public health, the Mimstry of 
Pensions, and the Ministry of Labour were it | 
all akin to publie charity. 

Mr. W. Graham denied that expenditure. on 
social services had anything to do with a fun- 
damental change in economic conditions like the 
acceptance of Secialism. For all the mullionrs 
expended on unemployment benefit dhere was 
practically nothing to show, while from some 
points of view there had been an aggravation 
of the .disease. He sar no hope of « real 
amd permanent reduction .of expenditure on 
social services until we tackled the housing 
problem, end endeavoured to make industry a 
healthier proposition than it was al present. 
TREASURY CONTROL. 

Mr, Hilton Young said that what was being 
spent now was as the result of decisions on 
policy taken by the House iiself. 

Sir Donald Maclean said that if real work 
was to be done there must be effective Treasury 
control and co-ordination of the departments, 
and the lesson should be learnt that there must 
be economy in the Cabinet itself. 

r. Macquisten said that the Government 
could ecarcely do anything more popular, for 
instance, than repeal the National Health In- 
surance Act, which merely enabled the eixpenny 
doctor to possess an American motor car.

A eeries of Orders in Council, signed by the 
King at Windsor Castle on Apri! 1; relative to 
the setting up of an Irish Government appeared 
in the London Gazette last, night. 

The first Order provides for the levying of 
taxation by the Provisional Gevernment and 
the allocation of various sums raised by the 
British Government as between Southern and 
Northern Ireland. 

Except as provided by this Order, or as may 
be hereafter provided by Parliament. any 
charge on the Consolidated Fund of the United 
ee for public services. in Southern [re- 
land, and. ap rant or contribution out of 
moneys _ provi by the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom so far as made for those ser- 
vices, shall, as from the day of transfer. cease, 
and any money for Joans in Sauthera Ireland 
shall cease to be advanced out of the Local 
Loans Fund. 

All sums collected by the Provisional Govern- 
ment after the dav of trausfer on account of— 
(a) purchase ennuities payable in respect. of 
lands situated in Southern teeland (deluding 
any existing arrears thereof), ana (b) sums due 
on account of existing loans made to authorities 
anil persons in Southern Ireland out of the 
Local Loans Tund; the Development Fund, the 
Road Improvement Grant, or Road Fund, or 
other similar public fund shall be paid into 
their Excheauer. 

Subject to any arrangements which may be 
made under this Order, there shall fram time 
to time be paid out of the Exchequem of the 
Provisional Government into the Irish Land 
Purchase Fund, or aceount, or other" appro- 
priate fund or account, stich sums as may after 
the day of transfer be required to discharge the 
‘habilities of those funds and aceounts in -re- 
spect of interest on stock, or advances issued 
or made .fn connection with land purchase in 
Southern Ireland, and to meet thé corresponding 
Sinking Fund charges. 

Reservations with regard to officials, the 
Judiciary, the Navel, Military, and Air Forces 
of the Crown, the R.C. and the D.M.P. ar® 
set forth, while other matters reserved are the 
collection of moneys payable under the German 
Reparation (Rocovery) Act, wireless stations, 
and submarine cables.

The regulations governing the Exchequer of 
the Provisional Government states that al) sutns

Northern Ireland LEducation.--The _ third 
Order is to be cited as the Educational Baae!- 
ments Order, and it states that until the 
Appointed Day any powers in Northern Ireland 
of the Department of Agriculture and Technieal 
Instruction for Ireland, which after the 
Appointed Day would he exercisable by the 
Council of Ireland, ehall be exercisable by the 
Chief Secretary, or, if that office ceases to 
exist, by a Secretary, of State, but without 
prejudice to any arrangement that. may be 
made under Section 63 of the e:id Act for the 
exercise thereof, by departments and officers of 
the Government of Northern Ireland.

TRINITY v. PENNSYLVANIA. 

In the year 1901 the University of Pennsylvania, 
which had established a record of a very high 
character at the InterColegiate Regatta at 
Poughkeepsie, on the Hudson, entered for the Grand 
Challenge Cup at Henley, and were only defeated 
in the final heat by Leander. As soon as the intended 
visit of Pennsylvania to England was announced, 
the Dublin University Boat Club got into touch 
with them, and, after some correspondence, & 

rivate tch was arranged to take place between 
he two Universities, after Henley, on the Lower 
Lake of Killarney. It was very enterprising of 
Trinity to seize this exceptional opportunity of 
meeting an American University on Irish a 
and thus to give the rowing’ public a chance 
seeing a really first-class crew at work. It was, 
however, unfortunate that the homo University wae 
not very stiongly represented that year. 

The race took place on 13th July, over a three- 
mile course, on the Lower Lake. pba led for 
dbout half a mile, the pace being parses arly fast 
and the water rather lumpy, but from that point 
onwards the Americans k command, and 
eventually won by a very considerable distance. Au 
the arrangements for boat-sheds, dressing-rooms, 
landing slips, etc., were most efficiently carried out 
by some Killarney gentlemen, under the very able 
guidance of Mr. Eugene Downing.

LESS CRIME IN 
DUBLIN. 


JUDGE’S GRATIFYING 
ADDRESS, 


RESTORATION OF 
— ORDER. 


—_—-->-- — 


The diminution in the more serious class of 
crime. in both the City and County of Dublin 
was commented upon by Mr. Justice Gordon, 
at the opening of the City and County Com- 
mission, in the Courthouse, Green street, Dublin, 
yesterday morning. 

Addressing the County Grand Jury, his lord- 
ship said that there were only two cases with 
which they would have to deal.. One of these 
was a case of larceny, and “of receiving goods, 
knowing them to have been stolen. The other 
was a case of assault. 

In reference to the state of the county, his 
lordship said that he was not in a position to 
give the Grand Jury either full particulars, 
or amy accurate information. 
particulars which were. usually furnished by 
the police in reference to the Metropolitan Police 
area of the county, but he had not got the 
others. However, if he judged the other. part 
of the county by the particulars which had neen 
furnished o the Metropolitan Police istrict 
part of it, he thought that he was justified in 
saying that there was a very gratifying 
diminution in serious crime. from what it was 
twelve months ago. 

f the diminution continued, he thought that 
their county would be back to its old normal, 
peaceful condition. He certainly ‘hoped that 
everything would become perfectly quiet and 
orderly, and that honest, good feeling would 
prevail in their large and very important city. 
DECREASE IN CITY CRIME. 

Addressing the Grand Jury for the City of 
Dublin, Mr. Justice Gordon said that they 
would have to deal with bills in fifteen cases. 
(mirteén of these were of the class to be ex- 
pected ordinarily in large communities, such as 
that of the City of Dublin. in addition to 
these, however, there were two other cases of 
w very serious nature, in which three bills 
would be sent up to the Grand Jury. In one of 
these, a man named Dowling was charged with 
the murder of Mr. Max Green. ‘From the 
depositions, it appeared that the accused, when 
trying to evade capture for a robbery, in which 
it was’ alleged he had taken part, was met by 
Mr. Green, who put out his hands to stop bim, 
and it was alleged that the accused ‘thereupon 
fired a revolver at Mr. Green and killed hia 
If a prima facie case was made out, that the 
accused fired a shot intentionally, and withnut 
any lawful excuse, it would be the duty of the 
Grand Jury to find a true bill, and leave the 
matter to be more fully investigated before 
another jury. 


In. the second case, a man-named O'Neill was . 


charged with robbery with violence and arms. 
He was alleged to have been one of two or three 
men who, with revolvers in their hands, attacked 
two officials of the Ministry of Labour when they 
were getting out of a taxicab, and took from the 
cab a case containing a very considerable sum 
of money. I. a wmrema fere case was 
made that O'Neill was one of these men, it 
would be the duty of the Grand Jury to find 
a true bill. The third bill was one against 
Dowling for the same kind of offence that was 
charged against O'Neill. and alleged to have 
been committed by him at the same time and 
place, and against the same persons. His lord- 
ship did not enter into any detailed account of 
the matters which arose in these cases, as the 
Grand Jury would hear it from the witnesses. 
LESS SERIOUS OFFENCES. 

In referring to the state of the city, Mr. 
Justice Gordon said that he “was glad to state 
that, as compared with twelve months ago, 
there was a very marked diminution in the 
Last year those 
more serious offences numbered 741 for the cor- 
responding period. This time they were 455—a 
decrease of 306. That was, no doubt, still an 
unpleasantly large number, but the tendency 
was in the right direction. 

RECENT CRIMES. 

Among these cases during the last few months 
there were ‘reported three murders, two at- 
tempted murders, sixty-one burglaries, house- 
breaking and breaking into shops, fourteen 
robberies and attempted robberies with violence. 
That latter class of crime was a very serious 
menace to the peace, happiness, and comfort, 
and even the lives of the people, and he was 
sure the Grand Jury wished, as, he certainly 
did, that that class of crime would disappear 
from amongst them. 

There were also thirty-seven cases of malicious 
injuries to various kinds of property. it was 
serious list, but it was a great improvement on 
last year, and he hoped the diminution would 
go on, and that as people grew wiser and more 
orderly the city would come back te fhe old 
condition it was in some years ago. 

Mr. Dudley White, K.C., and Mr. Carrigan, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief Crown Solicitor), 
prosecuted for the Crown in all the cases. 

The business of the City Commission will be 
resumed in Green street Courthouse this morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock, When all petty jurors are re 
quired to attend.
